Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants suggested that the inclusion the limitation "including the 
reaction of isobutylene with n-butenes" and a product also containing "unreacted isobutylene" will overcome the 
rejection. However, the examiner does not agree since Schwab also discloses using a feed containing isobutylene, 
butenes (col. 2, lines 63-65) and since the metathsis step of this feed in Schwab is also an autometathesis reaction 
which is expected that the reaction between the isobutylene and butenes inherently occur . 
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
